Twenty-Six Lose Their U r n in a 
New York Asylum, 


t 
TEXAS LEG ISLA TU RE. 


MANY MOUE MAIMED. 


Some Are So Badly Injured They Will 
Die—The Explosion of u Boiler 


Cut Off All Means of Escape 
and They Perished. 


Rochester, N. Y., Jan. 8.—By the 
burning of the Rochester Orphan asy­ 
lum here between 20 and 80 lives were 
lost and m any of the inm ates will die 
from burns or other injuries. 
The 
asylum WBS a 8-story structure and its 
occupants num bered between 165 and 
105, 
It xvfts hut a few m inutes after I 
o’chx-k this m orning when a nurse in 
the hospital. Miss Cline, smelled smoke. 
Bim im m ediately called a nurse, Miss 
V alliant, and the latter reported the 
m atter to the matron. Miss. L. Dinohart. 
The smoke was l(x*ated in the boiler- 
room and word was sent to police head 
quarters. 
All the fire api>aratns was 
rushed to the burning building, but be­ 
fore the first engine arrived neighbors 
for bleaks around had arrived and w ire 
doing the best they could to rescue the 
inmates. 
Shortly after the fire broke out the 
boiler e x p ire d w ith terrifflc force, com­ 
pletely blowing out the lower jxvrt of 
the west end of the connecting wing, 
thereby cutting off the escape of the 
children from tho east end of tho build­ 
ing. 
The children who were nearest to 
the connecting w ing were apparently 
dazinl by the force of tho explosion and 
w ith difficulty were able to take in their 
surroundings w hen finally aroused. 
In 
the east w ing were tho sleeping apart­ 
m ents of the asylum. 
They were locat­ 
ed m ainly on the second and third 
floors, the lower floor known af tho first 
nursery and the upper a i second. Here­ 
in wen- 40 children or more. Miss Sarah 
Ashdown was in charge for tho night 
and w ith hor was Miss Brad of the hos­ 
pital ward, who was hiking care of two 
sick children. 
Tho explosion, though 
of groat force,1 w as not loud enough to 
awaken the sleeping nurses. 
W hen the smoke bogan to pour into 
the east w ing it was but a m atter of a 
few seconds before the whole sleeping 
population was brought to a realization 
of the situation w ith suddenness which 
at once seemed to rob nearly every one 
of judgm ent and m ental faculties.

dead and injured could w ith great dif­ 
ficulty be counted. 
The latest report is the identified dead 
at the asylum had reached 26 children, 
one nurse and a cook.

M ilitary men do not understand tliat 
Knox him self was w ith tho force a t­ 
tacked by a Boer commando of superior 
strength, but explain th at several B rit­ 
ish columns are cooperating in tho pur­ 
suit of DeW et and that one of them 
has been sharply engaged w ith the 
Boers and lost 40 officers aud men killed 
or wounded. 
The fact th at tho wounded have been 
taken into Heilbron indicates tliat Gen. 
Knox’s m ounted force has followed De- 
W et from the Orange aud Ooledon riv­ 
ers in th*' southeastern corner to the 
northern edge of the Colony toward tho 
Veal. 
He has not been diverted from 
his pursuit by ranis of m arauders south 
of Orange river, but lias traversed tho 
country, keeping on the right side of 
the railway. 
He has a roving commis- 
mission, evidently, and has been noti­ 
fied to follow De W et jus long as his 
horst>s are fit. 
The Lindley nffair probably will turn 
out a Boer success, either on the part of 
DeW et or of forces which Ii ave crossed 
the V aal, broken through the railway 
cordon at Rhenoster, and reached Lind­ 
ley.
